^Sights Remain 
On The Moon 


Premier Khrushchev's brief withdrawal (he 
has since rescinded it) from the race to the moon 
has all but assured a slowdown in the U.S. lunar 
program. 
Even among those who could not 
accept Khrushchev at face value, interest has 
waned in the all-out effort by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration to put a 
man on the moon by the end of this decade. 
Even without the Khrushchev doubletalk. 
Congress 
has 
been exhibiting an increasing 
inclination toward regarding the moon adven­ 
ture as just another space trip, and one whose 
immediate value is not in balance with its cost 
at that. The original cost estimate of landing a 
man on the moon of $20 billion has spiraled past 
$30 billion. 
Few persons doubt the feasibility of lunar 
exploration, if only from a scientific point of 
view 
The military advantages of a moon land­ 
ing are not so obvious, particularly when com­ 
pared to the less expensive, but more valuable 
militarily, idea of a launching platform in space. 
Perhaps there never has been a lunar race, 
in the sense the American public has come to 
think of it. From the beginning the Soviet Union 
has concentrated on a step-by-step approach to 
space 
Its latest space probe, Polyot I. is an 
example of this deliberate, sequential, approach. 
Polyot I demonstrated much more maneuv­ 
erability in space than any American satellite 
yet orbited, and could be the prelude to an 
orbital rendezvous of manned spacecraft. 
The whole point of the moon controversy 
remains as it was at the beginning— is this trip 
worth the cost? The timetable of setting foot 
on the moon in 1969 is costing the U.S. a high 
premium in talent and resources. 
But it can­ 
not be abandoned, any more than the Russians 
have abandoned their lunar preset.

he Old School Spirit 


The donkey that starved because it was equi-distant 
between two bales of hay and couldn't make up its 
mind which way to move had a minor dilemma to solve 
compared to that fated by the American oil industry. 
If sou don't believe the donkey wav in a compara­ 
tively enviable position you should listen to the per­ 
plexity of oil men who attended a recent American 
Petroleum Institute meet ms in Chicago 
The industry 
had been treated to a speech by TTiomas S. Gates. 
President of the Morgan Guaranty Trust Company and 
former U.S. Secretary of Defense, which paid high 
tribute to the activities of American oil men abroad. 
"Your potential contribution to the progress of the 
less-developed areas." said Mr. Gates, “is in some 
ways greater than that of any foreign aid program . . . 
When you send capital into a country, you send with 
it the powerful multiplier of managerial skill and tech­ 
nical know how 
Where the climate is receptive, you 
could carry this far beyond the scope of your own 
operations—into such fields as water supply, agricul­ 
ture 
transportation, education, even finance." 


Listening to this, the oil men could have sw elled 
with justifiable pride. 
Instead they went out into 
the lobby of the Conrad Hilton and read the head­ 
lines from Argentina. where Averell Harriman, that 
perennial 
I . S. diplom atic trouble shooter, 
had 
failed to persuade President (Ilia to honor North 
Am erican oil contracts entered into bv the previous 
Frondizi governm ent. 
Reing no fool. Mr. Gates had not skipped blithely 
over the question of possible expropriation of U.S. oil 
company investment in foreign lands. 
Nevertheless, 
the news from the Argentine offered a most bitter com­ 
mentary on his speech 
North American petroleum 
companies had done yeoman work in making Argentina 
self-sufficient in oil. 
They had carried out effective 
drilling operations which have resulted in a domestic 
flow of oil that now saves the Argentine consumer 
from kicking up more than $300,000,000 annually in hard 
foreign currencies to import fuel. 
Indeed, the Argen­ 
tinians are even exporting some oil. But President Ulia 
refused to promise Averell Harriman any just com ­ 
pensation for an impending confiscation of Yankee- 
created property. 
Meanwhile, as the oil men were listening to Mr. 
Gates say that “it has been gratifying to note that 
the United States government is reported to have 
spoken up in support of the agreements which Ameri­ 
can companies made in good faith " Rrazil's President 
‘Mango” Goulart was busy jangling his spurs and 
figuratively rattling a sword 
Addressing a conference 
of the Alliance for Progress, the ineffable ‘Mango” 
informed visiting North .Americans that Latin America 
could solve its own problems. 


As “ Jargo’s” self-sufficiency relates to oil. it 
consists of collecting hard m oney from foreigner* 
as an import tax and then paving the foreigner for

cruzeiros, 
which 
depreciate alm ost as fast as ice cream m elts in a 
Ironical sun. 


With all this going on, the U.S. international oil 
men could hardly be impressed with Mr. Gates’s ex­

They have lived through Mexican 
p a n d Cuban expropriations: they have willingly submit­ 
ted to hefting practically the whole Venezuelan economy 
on their shoulders as the condition of doing business 
in Venezuela 
They have seen the Soviet government 
steal their markets by price-cutting that cannot be 
justified economically. 
It 
is. of course, the Soviet 
Union s own business if it wants to sell its oil in Eurone 
on a state-subsidized basis. But the U.S. oil men have 
a justifiable right to be outraged bv the proposed 
wheat deal with the U .S . for the Soviet Union would 
assuredly be counting on its subsidized oil exports to 
raise foreign exchange to pay for the wheat 
Senator Hickenlooper wants to cut off aid to any 
foreign nation which expropriates American oil prop­ 
erties. As for the oil companies them selves, they might 
bo forgiven ii they were to dynamite their foreign 
possessions before relinquishing them 
That is some­ 
thing that a Castro could understand

was 
transferred

30-Year Record Of Soviet Pledge Violations 


WASHINGTON - Just 30 years 
ago — on November 16, 1933 — 
the 
United 
States 
government 
formally recognized the govern­ 
ment of the Soviet Union. The an­ 
niversary furnished an opportun­ 
ity to publicize formally the many 
violations of pledges by the Sov­ 
iet government during the inter­ 
vening years, but somehow the 
United States 
government 
was 
strangely silent. 
The act of recognition and re­ 
sumption of diplomatic relations 
cam e in 1933, after 16 years of 
hesitation 
and 
reluctance 
by 
presidents Wilson. Harding. Cool­ 
idge and Hoover, and with m is­ 
givings 
by 
President 
Franklin 
D 
Roosevelt 
Certain conditions were imposed 
in the agreement 
which 
have 
since been 
flagrantly 
violated 
again and again by the Soviets. 
In a significant memorandum 
written on July 16. 1933, to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt by Robert F. Kel­ 
ley, chief of the Division of East­ 
ern European Affairs in the De­ 
partment of State, the following 
warning had been given: 
"It would seem , therefore, that 
an essential prerequisite to the 
establishment of harmonious and 
trustful relations with the Soviet 
government is the abandonment 
by the present rulers of Russia 
of their world revolutionary aims 
and the discontinuance of their 
activities designed to bring about 
the realization of such aims. More 
specifically and with 
particular 
regard to the United States, this 
prerequisite 
involves 
the 
aban­ 
donment by Moscow of direction, 
supervision, 
control, 
financing, 
etc., through every agency util­ 
ized for the purpose of Commun­ 
ist or other related activities in 
the United States." 
The documents 
exchanged 
in 
Washington on November 16, 1933. 
between President Roosevelt and 
Foreign Minister Maxim Litvin- 
off made a particular effort to 
cover

memorandum. The notes of recog­ 
nition contained mutual promises, 
and the Russian government thus 
agreed to the following pledge: 
"To refrain and to restrain all

These hostile moves, although os­ 
tensibly the responsibility of the 
Cuban regime, were directed as 
well as financed by the Soviet 
government in Moscow.

Secretary of State Cordell Hull — 
in a statement to the press on 
September I, 1935 — pointed to 
the violation of various pledges 
by the Russians, and said:

Pol­ 
itics was pushed aside as Dirksen 
rhapsodized:

But no gratitude was ever shown 
the United States, and the recent 
incidents on the Berlin autobahn 
reveal a crass indifference to the 
rights of the Western Allies. 
Indeed, in 1950 — less than five 
years alter World War ll ended 
— the Soviet 
government 
sent 
arms and munitions to Red China 
and North Korea for use against 
the United Nations forces which 
had been sent to repel aggression. 
Since the "armistice" of 1953 in 
Korea the Communists have re­ 
peatedly 
violated 
their 
written 
pledges 
and 
have 
kidnapped 
American 
troops 
or 
wantonly 
fired on them. More than 1,000,000 
persons, including Koreans, were 
killed or wounded on the United 
Nations side in the Korean War. 
Yet the Soviet Union is still ac­ 
cepted as a member of the Se­ 
curity Council of the United Na­ 
tions. 
Today the Moscow government 
is deeply involved in financing 
subversive activities in all parts of 
the world, including the United 
States. Yet the 30th anniversary 
of the signing of those pledges of 
forebearance by the Soviet gov­ 
ernment — which have been vio­ 
lated in acts of 
treachery 
and 
hostility to the United States — 
has gone almost unnoticed here. 
The American government might 
well have 
reviewed the record 
and let the Russian people know 
the basis for the universal dis­ 
trust today of the written pledges 
of the Soviet government.

ARUBA, N. A —They call this 
island a Touch of Dutch. 
It is 
part of the Netherlands Antilles, 
a coral banana fifteen m iles off 
the 
coast 
of 
Venezuela. 
The 
natives speak their own language: 
Papiamento. 
It is a patois of 
Portuguese, Spanish, Dutch and 
French—with music. 
The Dutch 
own the island and. a few years 
ago. Prince Bernhardt stayed in 
the room at the Aruba Caribbean 
Hotel where this is being written. 
It overlooks a blinding white 
beach edged with the jade of the 
Caribbean and, up and down the 
strand, there are thatched huts. 
Far off. the sea fades into lime, 
topped with fleecy balls of whip­ 
ped cream. 
Behind the hotel is 
a windmill, and a small mountain 
called 
Haystack. 
These 
a r e 
Dutch, but the rest is pure Pago- 
Pago. 
Aruba is a busy place. 
There 
are as many palm trees as people 
—58.000 
It is only 20 miles long, 
hut, on the southern tip. Esso has 
one of the world s great oil re­ 
fineries and. in the middle of the 
island, one can hunt gold by turn­ 
ing stones over and looking for 
nuggets. 
The native women are stout and 
very dark. 
They don't 
walk. 
They undulate like a sexy earth­ 
quake. 
Every little house seem s 
to have a garden of hibiscus and 
bougainvillaea, and the shutters 
are in yellows and oranges and 
blues. 
There are boulders big­ 
ger than bungalows and parakeets 
grow wild among them and mu­ 
tate all the other birds on the 
island. 
The 
Arubans 
make 
drinking 
water from the sea. They condense 
anti purify 6.500,000 gallons a day 
and it comes out so pure that it 
has no taste. 
So they filter it 
through coral to give it a slight 
flavor. 
They have a prison too 
—an old fort—but the 
walls 
are 
falling 
because crime 
is 
infre­ 
quent 
and 
consists 
mostly 
of 
drunken sailors chasing girls in 
a 
seaport 
town 
called 
Saint 
Nicolas. 
My credo is to 
the 
contrary.

Aruba is also the home of the

The people arc content 
under Dutch rule, and they ad­ 
mire their governor, recently ap­ 
pointed by Queen Juliana 
lie 
is a young man named Oscar 
Henriquez and he is so demo­ 
cratic that, when his children got 
m easles a few weeks ago, he got 
them too. 
It is only natural that, in an 
island paradise which is neither 
Dutch 
nor 
Spanish 
nor 
Portu­ 
guese nor French, that the Aruba 
Caribbean Hotel should be man­ 
aged 
by 
an 
Austrian 
named 
Henry Steeber 
In one of the 
villages there is a temple called 


Beth Israel. 
Most of the other 
churches are Roman Catholic, al­ 
though I suspected that they might 
be called Dutch Reformed Cha 
Cha Cha. 
My wife and I would not be 
here except that we discovered 
that K.L.M. flies jets from New 
York to Curacao rfhe adjacent 
island* in three hours and 40 min­ 
utes. 
This is no longer than it 
takes to drive from Tim es Square 
to 
Atlantic City, 
or from 
Los 
Angeles to San Diego, although 
Aruba is in the Torrid Zone, and 
those other places are only tor­ 
rid by inclination. 
The roads are mostly unpaved 
and rural 
and everyone drives 
slowly because wild goats roam 
the roads and hills. 
I watched 
a group of them walking the top 
of a broken wall which was once 
a mill for placer gold mining. 
The place had gone from two- 
legged goats to four-legged ones. 
Many of the Dutch houses have 
hex signs. 
These, at one tune, 
were supposed to ward off evil 
spirits. 
Today, they are used 
for decorative purposes. 
So say 
the 
Dutch, 
with 
their 
fingers 
crossed. 
We watched a Spanish 
man sit on a sm all house wall 
playing a guitar 
In a few min­ 
utes, he had part of the village 
at his gate, listening and swaying. 
This is the only place in the 
world where cactus is grown to 
make a border around property. 
It grows so close that, from a 
distance 
it 
looks like a green 
picket fence. 
The biggest con­ 
cession to Dutch influence is in 
the use of tile 
It is on floors, 
on walls, patios—everywhere. And 
always in bright designs. 
There is true integration here, 
but the natives are a little bit 
snobbish. 
They 
prefer 
to re­ 
main among themselves, although 
they send 21% of their children 
to school to learn to speak Dutch. 
The only recreation on the island 
from which the natives are ex­ 
cluded is the gambling casino. 
The roulette wheels, dice tables 
and one-armed bandits are for 
tourists. 
The 
government 
protects the 
citizen from 
the visitors' vice. 
Other than that, the native is wel­ 
come wherever 
he 
goes. 
He 
knows that the white man has 
air conditioning 
and television; 
he just can’t understand why. 
With a little push, I could be­ 
come a beachcomber. . .
